The difference In the past few 
yeare has been extraordinary. 
The Chinese have competed 
dollberately and strongly for 
a piace In the desert sun in 
Mongolia. It Ie they who 
have bullt a new city in Ulan 
Bator to replace tho old Mon- 
gol yurts, who have created 
numerous new Industries, and 
who have even developed a 
huge agricultural experimen: 
tal arca. 

The Russians mover bothered 
very much about the progress 
of the Mongols; and It is by 
no means certaln that the 
Mongols especially wanted it 
anyway. But now that tho 
dish of modern industry, 
highway and town planning 
haa been placed before tholr 
eyes, they have taken a 
tiking to It. 

The Party head Tsedenba! 
himeclf stressed the Important 
changes which have occurred 
alnce the 13th Congress in 
March 1958. “Tremendous 
achlevements” had been

‘While retraining older work- 
ers Is necessary, they say, what 
is really necded is an overall 
new concept of technical traln- 
ing and job selection planning 
at school level so that when 
hundreds of thousands of col-

While there was no doubt that 
the U.S. economy was making 
a powerful . recovery from the 
recession, two other indlcators 
also contributed to the debate on 
whether It was.vigorous enough.

It would not, Lord Lansdowne 
said, have te pay that parl of

You and 1 will have to make 
up, out of our own pockets, the 
tuxes and rates which are not 
paid by these folk from abroad. 

Now diplomatic immunity and 
privileges is understandable for 
ambassadors and the higher 
members of their staffs. And we 
get similar concessions from 


other countries: the arranyge- 
ments are reciprocal. 

But agreements are being 
made for more and more inter- 
national organisations connected 
with trading and economic, 
rather than diplomatic, affairs, 

In same cases it goes so far 
as to establish that members of 
a forelgn mission, and, indeed, 
thelr wives, cannot be sued for 
damages, or even prosecuted for 
a crime, 

True, the Tin Council's 
privileges are in a more limited 
eld.

‘THE QUEEN'S 
ENGLISH 


As an American, 1 couldn't help 
notleing the item In your July 
1 issue under the heading of 
“An Appeal” which apparcnt- 
ly was dirceted to your 17-21 
Club Members, It said: 


“Today, we make an appeal 
against Americanisms, Re- 
cently your stories have been 
full of them>—~Try and re- 
member that you're in o 
British Colony, snd speak and 
write the Queen's English. 
You can’t do better than 
that.” 

It may come as o great: shock 
to some of the British, but we 
Americans also regard the 
Iangunge we speak as the 
“Queen's English.” Arid some 
of It sounds much closer to 
what I have heard the Queen 
spesk on tho radio than tho 
British dialects I have heard 
Identified ns Cockney, York. 
shire and Devon, . 

And Incidentally, if: the writer 
of your appeal had - been 
American, ho or she would 
have begun the third sentence 
“Try to remember... ." rather 
than "Try and remember...” 

Actually, I can sympathise with 
your appeal to a certain 
decree.. Despite my own 
patriotism, there are certain 
British terminologies I con- 
sider far superior to Ameri- 
can, “Tram” for Instance, is 
much better than “street car.” 
Tho Intter, technically, could 
be applied to any car which 
travels on the streets. where- 
as “tram"™ denotes a specifio- 
type of vehicle, Anothcr ex- 
ample could be the British 
term = “lift” instead = of 
“elevator.” 

As a matter 
“Britlshisms” 


of fact, some 
have found 
thelr way to America. I 
remember how we used to 
“line up” in the States—now 
we “queue up” Instead, 

One could co dn for pages with 
lists of compafisons between 
the way English is spoken in 
Britain and the way it fs 
spoken In America. Some of 
them can be o bit amusing. As 
examples, one can note tho 
differences In British and 
American meanings for’ the 
expressions “out house” and 
“suspenders.” 

The malin point fs that the Eng- 
lish Janguage — British or 
Amerlean — Is a constantly 


growing and developing means 
of communication. With the 
increasing means of inter- 
national travel, the exchange 
of radio and television pro- 
grammes, - cto. undoubtedly 
there will be far greater cx- 
changes of natlonal collequlal- 
isms. Perhaps someday, there 
will be even a. Ianguage 
amalgam .of sorts develop 
which will be fairly consistant 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 
But while this fs taking placc, 
ict me answer your “appeal” 
with the explanation that 
“Americanisms” developed in 
the ristural growing process 
of the English language In the 
United States as people sought 
. to communicate with cach 
other, There was nothing 
sinister about it, and certainly 
no anti-British intent. All 
‘ language developmont has 
produced n certaln number of 
oddities, 1 think the intent of 
hoth Americans and British 
should bo to keep the langu- 
age meaningful and = under- 
ttandable, Let's keep our 
sense of humoar, and kid, each 
other when there are well 
taken points. But let's not 
betlttle or find fault just for 
the sake of argument.
